The call for his resignation stemmed from con¬ 
cerns from within the constabulary, residents and 


three former Chief Constables that Mr Gargan had 
lost the confidence of the organisation and those 
he was there to serve after being found guilty of 
eight counts of misconduct in July. 

Mr Gargan was suspended from his £175,000 a 
year post for 17 months amid allegations of gross 
misconduct involving inappropriate advances to¬ 
wards women, of 
which he was cleared in 
July. However, an in¬ 
quiry panel did find 
him guilty of eight 
counts of misconduct, 
including sending, re¬ 
ceiving and storing in¬ 
timate images of a 
sexual nature on his po¬ 
lice phone. 

Mr Gargan intended 
to return to work fol¬ 
lowing the inquiry and 
15 months of suspen¬ 
sion, but public outcry 
led Ms Mountstevens 
to call for his resigna¬ 
tion. 

On September 25th, 
the PCC received a re¬ 
port from Her 
Majesty’s Chief Inspec¬ 
tor of Constabulary, Sir 
Thomas Winsor, sup¬ 
porting her decision to 
initiate the process re¬ 


quiring the Chief Constable to stand down. 

In his view, a Chief Constable without the con¬ 
fidence of his officers and staff risked the effi¬ 
ciency and effective running of the Constabulary. 

Mr Gargan will leave his position as the Chief 
Constable of Avon and Somerset with three- 
months’ salary in lieu of notice as the terms of his 
contract state, totalling just under £45,000. 

Ms Mountstevens said; ‘T have accepted Mr Gar- 
gan’s resignation with immediate effect. 

“I think this is in the best interests of the con¬ 
stabulary, and residents. It also means that the pro¬ 
tracted and lengthy Section 38 process will end 
immediately and no further legal expense will be 
incurred. 

“I have agreed to pay Mr Gargan three-months’ 
salary in lieu of notice as the terms of his contract 
state. 

“This was not a decision I took lightly and I have 
considered it very carefully. 

“However, in order to bring the legal proceed¬ 
ings to a close this is the most cost-effective out¬ 
come. It also means that I can begin the process of 
recruiting a new Chief Constable as soon as pos¬ 
sible and the organisation can move on. 

“Temporary Chief Constable Gareth Morgan 
will continue to lead the Constabulary while a re¬ 
cruitment process takes place. I would like to 
thank Gareth for his leadership and the valuable 
contribution he makes to the organisation.”

The call for his resignation stemmed from con¬ 
cerns from within the constabulary, residents 
and three former Chief Constables that Mr Gar¬ 
gan had lost the confidence of the organisation 
and those he was there to serve after being found 
guilty of eight counts of misconduct in July. 

Mr Gargan was suspended from his £175,000 a 
year post for 17 months amid allegations of gross 
misconduct involving inappropriate advances to¬ 
wards women, of which he was cleared in July. 
However, an inquiry panel did find him guilty of 
eight counts of misconduct, including sending, 
receiving and storing intimate images of a sexual 
nature on his police phone. 

Mr Gargan intended to return to work following 
the inquiry and 15 months of suspension, but 
public outcry led Ms Mountstevens to call for his 
resignation. 

On September 25th, the PCC received a report 
from Her Majesty's Chief Inspector of Constabu¬ 
lary, Sir Thomas Winsor, supporting her decision 
to initiate the process requiring the Chief Consta¬ 
ble to stand down. 

In his view, a Chief Constable without the con¬ 
fidence of his officers and staff risked the effi¬ 
ciency and effective running of the Constabulary. 

Mr Gargan will leave his position as the Chief 
Constable of Avon and Somerset with three- 
months' salary in lieu of notice as the terms of his 
contract state, totalling just under £45,000.

Yet another blow to Seaton 



NO one in Seaton will be too surprised that the 
town’s police station is to be closed down for 
good. 

When the front office was shut to the public 
in recent times, the writing was on the wall 
and it was expected that the station would dis¬ 
appear completely when the next round of 
cuts arrived. That day is here with the Devon 
and Cornwall Constabulary facing £54 million 
of savings. 

The Mayor of Seaton, Councillor Tony Wood¬ 
man, took the news very philosophically, say¬ 
ing: “The station is just a building and the 
important matter is if, and how, this will affect 
the actual policing of our town.” 

Councillor Woodman went on to point out 
that Seaton has a low crime rate and praised 
“the wonderful work” of the local police offi¬ 
cers. And many will share his view that by 


having three police officers stationed in the 
town was reassuring for all. 

The Mayor, quite rightly, also sounded a 
warning and urged the public to “stand up and 
fight” to save vital services, promising to 
make sure the matter is on the agenda for the 
next council meeting so the public can have 
their say. 

^ THE sudden death of the Rector of Axmin- 
ster, the Reverend John Streeting, 62, came as 
a big shock to his congregation and the wider 
community when announced by the Archdea¬ 
con at the Sunday morning service. 

I always found the Reverend Streeting very 
approachable. He had a easy going aura. He 
was committed to his calling and the people of 
Axminster.

SEATON 

Police station set to 
close down for good 

SEATON Mayor Tony Woodman says residents 
must “stand up and fight" to save vital services 
after a complete closure of the police station was 
announced. 

“We must be prepared to stand up and fight for 
our town and its services," he said, fearing the 
town may lose its “already limited police pres¬ 
ence". 

Seaton Police Station has been earmarked for 
complete closure at some point during next fi¬ 
nancial year. 

Although the public enquiry office closed some 
time, the station has continued to be a base for of¬ 
ficers. 

But that is about to come to an end as part of a 
£54million cost cutting measure. 

It is not known how policing in Seaton will work 
after the closure, but there are two optionsl): no 
base for police officers 2): a community base. 

In short, a community base is a small office 
which may be shared with “other public sector 
partners". 

Andrew White, chief executive for the office of 
Police and Crime Commissioner Tony Hogg, said: 
“Both the commissioner and chief constable are 
clear - given the choice they always prefer to 
spend money on police officers rather than bricks 
and mortar.

Police launch appeal after 
woman assaulted in Tatworth 


A WOMAN was assaulted by a man when tak¬ 
ing an evening walk in Tatworth, near Chard. 

The 49-year-old woman was walking along 
Pop Lane between 5pm and 6.30pm on Mon¬ 
day, October 12th when she was attacked by a 
man. She managed to get away before raising 
the alarm at a nearby property. 

A police spokesperson said: “The offender is 
described as white, of medium build, 5ft Sins, 
between 50 and 60 years old with receding 
grey straight hair. He was wearing glasses, a 
sleeveless blue fleece with a zip-up front, grey 
coloured chino trousers and he smelt of to¬ 
bacco." 

The police bulletin didn't give any further de¬ 
tails, nor did it say if the victim suffered any 
physical injuries. 

Detective Sargent Chris Palmer, however, did 


say: “This is a concerning incident in which a 
woman was attacked in broad daylight. This 
was a traumatic experience for the victim and 
we're offering her all the support and help she 
needs. 

“I'm asking people to come forward if they 
recognise the description we've issued. Have 
you seen a man like this in the local area? Did 
you see or hear anything suspicious or un¬ 
usual around the time of the incident. Do you 
use this lane and if you do, have you seen or 
heard anything unusual in recent days? 

“I'd like to reassure the public that a full in¬ 
vestigation is under way with resources dedi¬

Long-term plans for pool to be discussed 


DISTRICT councillor Amanda Broom says talks 
about long-term plans for Chard Cresta Pool 
will take place this week. 

The facility, which had to close before re¬ 
opening last week, is run by a not for profit 
leisure trust. 

Speaking last week, councillor Broom, who 
represents Chard Combe Ward, said: “The pool 
has reopened this week. The closure related to 
an electrical fault, which impacted on the 
heating system, and was unrelated to the pre¬ 
vious issues in the changing room. 

“1 have been liaising closely with Somerset 
County Council over the pool for the last few 
weeks, and can confirm the work on the 


changing rooms is scheduled to take place. 
Longer term plans are being discussed next 
week with the relevant stakeholders.'' 

When asked about the recent petition by 
town councillors in Chard, she said “Somerset 
County Council is fully aware of the funding 
required for this pool, though a campaign will 
only add weight to supporting this. 

“1 believe this a great example of how coun¬ 
cillors can work together to achieve great re¬ 
sults for the town of Chard.''

Heritage Lottery Fund donates 
£22,000 toward church repairs 


THE Heritage Lottery Fund (HLT) has come to the 
aid of St George's Church in Hinton St George by 
giving a £22,000 grant, which is likely be followed 
by a much bigger one. 

During a routine inspection last year, it was dis¬ 
covered that the historic 15th century, grade I 
listed church needed about £150,000 spent on ur¬ 
gent repairs to the fabric, principally the tower. 

Faced with a financial outlay far beyond its 
means, the parochial church council (PCC) turned 
to the HLF for help and a project was drawn up 
that includes not only the fabric repairs but also 
aims to enhance worship, increase community use 
and improve access for the disabled. 

In addition to the urgent repairs, the scheme pro¬ 
vides for replacing the outdated and inefficient 
lighting in the church, re-ordering a section of the 
pews and provision of chairs and tables to deliver 
a community space, improvement of the access to 
the renowned Poulett Memorial Chapel and lastly, 
the creation of a Heritage Engagement Centre 
where schoolchildren, village residents and visi¬ 
tors can engage with the heritage of the church, the 
progress of the project and the history of the vil¬ 
lage. 

Following a formal application to the HLF, a 
grant of £22,000 has been awarded to the PCC to¬ 
wards the costs of developing the project, during 
which further investigations will be carried out to 
confirm the scope of work, specifications and cost¬ 
ings of every element of the project. This work is 
expected to be completed by the end of this year, 
following which a final application will be made 
to HLF for a major grant towards the completion 
of the project, for which funds have already been 
earmarked*. 

It is expected that the church will remain open 
throughout the works, which will require scaffold¬ 
ing to be erected on the tower during the course of 


2016. 

PCC project manager David Clements said: “We 
are absolutely delighted at the award of this grant 
from the HLF, which will not only conserve the 
fabric of this wonderful building for future gener¬ 
ations but also widen the possibilities for commu¬ 
nity use and for visitors alike. 

“Now we have our own part to play in raising the 
counterpart funding to complement the HLF 
grant.” 

Joint Rectors, Julia and Bob Hicks added their 
thoughts: “The wonderful church of St George has 
been central to the worship and life of the people 
of Hinton St. George for many centuries. 

“This ambitious project will help us to reach out 
to the present and future generations in new and 
exciting ways.” 

Nerys Watts, Head of Heritage Lottery Fund 
South West, added: “For nearly eight centuries 
there has been a church on this site and for much 
of that it has been St Georges so, as well as being 
a much-loved local landmark, the church has a 
wealth of history and heritage to explore and pro¬ 
tect. 

“Thanks to money raised by National Lottery 
players we’re pleased to offer our support to this 
project and look forward to seeing the plans de¬ 
velop.” 

* Grants for Places of Worship applications are 
assessed in two rounds. A first-round pass is given 
when HLF has endorsed outline proposals and ear¬ 
marked funding. A first-round pass may also in¬ 
clude an immediate award to fund the 
development of the project. 

Detailed proposals are then considered by HLF 
at second-round and as long as plans have pro¬ 
gressed satisfactorily and according to the original 
proposal, an award for the project is confirmed.

Police commissioner ‘encouraged’ 
by government funding proposals 


AVON and Somerset’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner Sue 
Mountstevens says she is “encour¬ 
aged” by new proposals on the for¬ 
mula the government uses to allocate 
funding towards police forces. 

Ms Mountstevens says she is 
pleased with revisions to the formula, 
following the recent Home Office 
consultation over the way it divides 
funding towards police forces in Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

The commissioner has long cam¬ 
paigned for a fairer funding deal from 
central government for Avon and 
Somerset, with the current formula for 
dividing money between police forces 
being outdated, unfair and not fit for 
purpose. 

She said she is glad that a number of 
elements from the Avon and Somerset 
submission to the consultation appear 
to have been included in the proposals 
by the Policing Minister Mike Pen¬ 
ning MP, and thanked the areas local 
MPs for their support in raising the 
issue with the Home Office. 

Ms Mountstevens said: “Fm en¬ 
couraged by the revised proposals 
from the government, while the con¬ 
sultation remains ongoing this poten¬ 
tially looks like Avon and Somerset 
will receive the same relative share of 
police funding it does currently. 

“Before the revisions to the pro¬ 
posed formula, we stood to lose tens 
of millions of funding on top of the 
Comprehensive Spending Review re¬ 
ductions in November. 

“Fm grateful to our local MP’s for 


listening to our arguments and re¬ 
sponding to the Home Office consul¬ 
tation. 

“While the revised formula is much 
improved, my office will make a final 
response to the Home Office to ensure 
the population of a police force area 
is given greater consideration, as pop¬ 
ulation gives one of the best indica¬ 
tions for both crime and non-crime 
volume and demand. 

“Whatever the eventual outcome of 
the funding formula, we still face a 
very significant financial challenge 
from the comprehensive spending re¬ 
view in November. Even at the Tow’ 
end of the reduction scenarios of 20- 
25 per cent we are facing an annual 
deficit growing to £25-30million by 
2019/20. 

“With cost pressures from pay, in¬ 
crements and national insurance 
changes we could be forced to lose 
hundreds of police officers and staff 
over the next four years. The chal¬ 
lenge of the comprehensive spending 
review will force a radical rethink 
about the delivery of police services. 

“Avon and Somerset will continue 
to be innovative and seek to collabo¬ 
rate with other police forces and part¬ 
ners to maintain services but 
ultimately the workforce will be 
smaller going forward.” 

The Home Office consultation on 
the revised funding formula closes on 
October 30, the Comprehensive 
Spending Review announcement is 
expected at the end of November. 


Focus on education hoped 
to improve road safety 


ROAD safety experts are keeping 
education and engineering at the 
top of their agenda as they continue 
the fight to make Somerset's roads 
safer. 

Somerset County Council’s Road 
Safety Team have published the ca¬ 
sualty report for 2014 and found 
that, whilst there was an increase of 
five in the number of people killed 
on Somerset's roads compared to 

2013, the total number killed or se¬ 
riously injured stayed the same. 
Both are still within targets set for 
2020 . 

Accident information from the po¬ 
lice shows that in 2014 there were 
33 fatalities, 185 serious and 1,405 
slight casualties. This equates to av¬ 
erages of 18 people killed or seri¬ 
ously injured and 117 slight 
accidents every month throughout 

2014. 

In a bid to reduce these figures 
Somerset County Council’s Road 
Safety Team continue to place great 
importance on education and engi¬ 
neering measures. These include 
targeted education and training for 
children and adults and safety en¬ 
gineering improvements, such as 
enhancing existing signs and white 
lines, and traffic calming measures 
like speed humps and chicanes. 

These improvements should re¬ 
duce accidents, save lives and re¬ 
duce costs to the health and 
emergency services, as well as 
lessen congestion and shorten 
overall journey times for road users. 


Councillor David Fothergill, Som¬ 
erset County Council's lead Cabinet 
member for road safety said: ‘‘Using 
the 2014 data, we have a clearer in¬ 
dication of the areas we need to pri¬ 
oritise to make roads safer for the 
future. 

‘‘Despite some road safety 
progress there are always areas 
where we can work harder, and we 
aim to really focus our attention on 
preventing accidents in the first 
place. 

‘ ‘This can be achieved through ed¬ 
ucation (via school visits and public 
events) and also by enhanced 
safety on roads, such as upgrading 
existing signs and lines and consid¬ 
ering traffic calming measures.” 

In 2014, 28,000 people received 
road safety advice through educa¬ 
tional events, nearly 2,000 school- 
children took part in ‘Bikeability’ 
training, and seven new School 
Crossing Patrol personnel were 
trained and have since begun 
working their roles. 

Over 2,000 people have also sub¬ 
scribed to Somerset's Road Safety 
Twitter and Facebook pages. Local 
businesses have also been sup¬ 
ported when running fleets through 
the Mind Your business pro¬ 
gramme. 

The successful Small Improve¬ 
ments Scheme programme has also 
provided engineering solutions at 
priority sites with road safety prob¬ 
lems and helped to resolve commu¬ 
nity concerns over highways issues.

CREWKERNE’S new vicar has started an¬ 
other chapter of a life that has seen the for¬ 
mer engineer live in Oxfordshire, Jersey, 
and New York, to mention only a few.

His wife Louise and their two sons, Jo¬ 
hannes (11) and Lance (5), have also moved 
to Crewkerne after six months in Penzance 
following the family’s return to the UK 
from Long Island, New York. 

The Reverend Huntley said: “I was Rector 
of an Episcopal Church. 

“It has been wonderful being able to serve 
the church across the world and experience 
different cultures, sports and way of life, but 
we are glad to back in England and are look¬ 
ing forward to making Crewkerne our 
home.” 

He was ordained in Winchester in 2008 
and served his curacy on the island of Jersey 
at St Helier Parish Church. 

Stuart loved island life in Jersey and was

Dean of Jersey, the Very Reverend Robert 
Key at St Helier Parish Church with the 
added experience of the Vicar Canon Tim 
Neill from Zimbabwe. 

During his time in Jersey Stuart con¬ 
tributed to Jersey Life magazine, created the 
role of Chaplain to the Combined Cadet 
Force of Victoria College and co-organised 
the annual St Helier Pilgrimage to the Her¬ 
mitage at Elizabeth Castle and was a mem¬ 
ber of the team overseeing the substantial 
internal restoration of St Helier 12th century 
church. 

His first incumbency took him to another 
island on the other side of the Atlantic, at St 
Stephen’s Church in Port Washington, Long 
Island, New York. 

He actually expected to return to southern 
England but was surprised by a call to St. 
Stephen’s Church a few miles from New 
York City. St Stephen’s is an Episcopal 
Church, which is part of the Anglican Com¬ 
munion. 

He was pleased to have this opportunity to 
lead the church forward and further develop 
its ministry to families, teenagers and chil¬ 
dren, widen the membership base and their 
missional links in the community and to the 
other churches in the town. 

Louise developed a programme to provide 
much needed baby and toddler items for 
families primarily from the poorer Latin 
American families by receiving and passing 
on donations from the general community, 
whilst liaising with the outreach pro¬ 
grammes of the Catholic and Lutheran 
churches. 

In 2014, Stuart was honoured to be named 
as Citizen of the Year by the American Le¬ 
gion of Veterans for his work with them as 


an honorary chaplain. 

Realising that it was now finally time to 
return to the UK, Stuart, Louise and their 
children returned to England and temporar¬ 
ily moved to Cornwall, to their house above 
Penzance in the ancient village of Madron. 

As a family they love going to the beach, 
visiting museums and galleries and marvel¬ 
ling at the spectacular coastal and country¬ 
side views. Stuart and his son Johannes 
enjoy camping and walking across the coast 
and hills. 

Before his call into the priesthood, the 
Reverend Huntley was an electromechani¬ 
cal engineer, studying at Southampton Uni¬ 
versity before working as a project manager 
and sales engineer in the oil and gas and rail 
industries. 

This was followed by working on the re¬ 
mote handling (robotic) system of the JET 
Nuclear Fusion Reactor in Oxford. 

He said: “My wife went to church when 
we met, but I didn’t although I saw myself 
as a Christian. 

His churchgoing habits soon changed, 
though, and he explained: “One Sunday in 
2002 I got a real, deep sense of the Holy 
Spirit and that I needed to go into ministry.” 

He studied for ministry at Trinity Theolog¬ 
ical College in Bristol. 

This was a time he describes as very 
thought-provoking, spiritually maturing and 
challenging as he developed his understand¬ 
ing of mission and the place of the church 
in the wider community. 

He was particularly moved by his experi¬ 
ence working in a cafe for the homeless in 
the city centre, preaching at a young offend¬ 
ers’ institution and being a member of the 
community-focused St Michael’s Church in 
Stoke Gifford.

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Station friends call for spruce up 


FRIENDS of Crewkerne Station 
(FOCS) have called for renovation and 
a new lease of life for unused facilities 
at the town’s railway station. 

A major concern is the 1960s signal 
box, FOCS members being convinced 
there must be a suitable commercial 
use for it. 

FOCS secretary Gail Coleshill ex¬ 
plained that Network Rail has imple¬ 
mented station improvements 
nationally over the last five years, fo¬ 
cusing mainly on main line stations like 
Birmingham New Street and London 
Euston. 

She said: “These are A and B cate¬ 
gory stations but the majority of sta¬ 
tions under their responsibility are 
category E and F. Apart from the large 
number of unused and redundant build¬ 
ings many are listed buildings. 

“Crewkerne Station is a category E 
station and a listed building. It mirrors 


a situation nationwide where there are 
redundant buildings which need reno¬ 
vation. We would like Crewkerne to 
have part of that money [Network Rail 
renovation money]. 

“The Friends of the station regret that 
the rooms above the station are unused 
although there is a commercial use of 
the lower floor. We also believe that 
there could be commercial use made of 
the old signal box.” 

FOCS is currently lobbying Network 
Rail through South West Trains, which 
is the train operator for the station. 

The signal box was spruced up when 
FOCS members gathered at the station 
on Thursday, October 15 th to unveil a 
replica of the sign originally on the sig¬ 
nal box. The sign was found and ac¬ 
quired at auction, and the members 
said: “We believe that this interesting 
functional building has a history and 
could still be used locally.”

Inspection confirms 
safety of health centre 

PATIENTS at Crewkerne Health Centre are in 
safe hands, it has been confirmed. 

A Care Quality Commission inspection, 
carried out on September 2nd, emphasised 
on safety aspects. 

The inspection was a follow-up to one in 
November last year, and chief inspector of 
General Practice, Professor Steve Field, 
wrote in the overall inspection summary: 
“Action had been taken by the provider and 
we found the practice was now meeting the 
regulation for assessing and monitoring the 
quality of the service with the overall rating 
for the safe domain being good.’’ 

The key findings were as follows: 

• There were arrangements in place to en¬ 
sure medicines were held securely 

• Learning from incidents, significant events 
and clinical audits had a clear process and all 
staff were involved in discussions, where 
necessary 

• Recommendations from the fire risk as¬ 
sessment had been completed and appro¬ 
priate checks to ensure the wellbeing of staff 
and patients regularly took place 

• Actions and plans were in place to address 
promptly improvement areas from infection 
control audits 

• Appropriate records were held to provide 
evidence that staff were recruited safely 

• There was accessible information available 
to patients to inform them they could talk 
confidentially when in reception and could 
access the complaints policy 

The practice serves approximately 11,250 
patients.

Local man shares own experiences 
to help campaign for foster carers 


A SOUTH Somerset man has joined 
a foster carer recruitment campaign 
by sharing his own experiences. 

Trevor Goss (pictured), a fostering 
and adoption recruitment service 
team manager with Somerset County 
Council (SCC), grew up as a birth 
son in a family who fostered 
teenagers. 

He has written a blog about his ex¬ 
periences for The Fostering Net¬ 
work’s Sons and Daughters Month 
during October - a campaign cele¬ 
brating the vital contribution made 
by foster carers’ birth children. 

Trevor, who lives near Ilminster, 
hopes to encourage individuals and 
families to foster older children who 
are in need of care in the county. 

The council seeks local foster car¬ 
ers for children over 10 and 
teenagers. People who can foster dis¬ 
abled children, siblings, and who 
could provide children with a place 
to call home long-term are also 
sought. 

Trevor explained; “All families are 
different, but with an adopted sister, 
parents who fostered and a brother 
with haemophilia, I spent much of 
my childhood involved in social care 
issues. 

“Add to this a mother who was her¬ 
self fostered, and who worked in a 
psychiatric unit, and I guess I was 
destined to a career working some¬ 


where in social care. 

“Over the past 50 plus years, I have 
almost continuously been involved 
with fostering and seen so many 
changes. 

“Through fostering siblings and 
teenagers to young mums, the expe¬ 
riences of being a young person in a 
fostering household proved both in¬ 
teresting and embarrassing in equal 
measure. 

“My parents stopped fostering for 
a while in my teenage years, then 
started again when I went to univer¬ 
sity - but neglected to tell me. 

“They decided to foster pregnant 
teenage girls. When I returned for the 
university holidays I was confronted 
with a heavily pregnant young lady 
who had just moved in, and neigh¬ 
bours with a nudge, nudge, wink 
wink, mentality who clearly reached 
their own conclusions about my ac¬ 
tivities at university. 

“I knew from a young age that I 
wanted to be a social worker, and 
after a few years working in generic 
child care, often with children in fos¬ 
ter care, it was no surprise to anyone 
when I applied to work in fostering 
and adoption. 

“Most [foster carers] are motivated 
to volunteer for the task for the same 
reasons I do; we want to make a pos¬ 
itive difference to a child or young 
person’s life. 



“I know that the time a child spends in foster care 
is never wasted; it gives them the opportunity to 
have a positive experience of family life, for how¬ 
ever long they are placed, and it is an experience 
that they can refer to later when they become par¬ 
ents themselves.”

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War poster to highlight funds 
wasted on unused medication 


A NEW poster campaign hopes to highlight the 
shocking £3million wasted on unused prescription 
medicines in Somerset each year. 

GPs and pharmacists are using a First World War 
“help” themed poster in an attempt to get the costly 
issue across to patients in the county’s care homes, 
GP surgeries and pharmacies. 

One of the main areas of concern is the waste that 
arises from repeat prescriptions, which are ordered 
and collected by patients but not used. 

It is estimated that £90million worth of unused 
prescription medicines are retained in individuals’ 
homes, across the UK, at any one time. Around half 
of all patients do not take or use their medicines as 
prescribed. 

Posters are being displayed in pharmacies and GP 
practices to raise awareness of medicine waste 
among both patients and carers. 

Shaun Green, associate director and head of med¬ 
icines management with the Somerset Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), said; “At a time 
when the NHS is under huge pressure to make its 
budgets go further and further, it is shocking to think 
that some patients are contributing to the needless 
waste of milli ons of pounds on prescription medi¬ 
cines that they have never used. 

“This year’s waste medicines campaign has a First 
World War themed poster calling for all of us to play 
our part in bringing down medicines waste. 

“We want to improve communication between pa¬ 
tients, GP practices and community pharmacies so 
that everyone realises that medicines are not ra¬ 
tioned in the UK but we still have a responsibility 
to ensure medicines are not wasted. 

“Somerset CCG will spend around £78million on 
GP prescribed medicines this year. 

“As the population ages and people live longer, so 
more and more people will find themselves living

with a number long-term conditions and in need a 
large number of medicines to manage their condi¬ 
tion. With many older patients taking so many med¬ 
icines it is wise to review their use and the quantity 
they are reordering by repeat prescription.” 

Anyone with unwanted medicines can return them 
to their local pharmacy where they will be disposed 
of safely. 


Council warns of bogus callers 


RESIDENTS are being warned after several re¬ 
ports of cold callers pretending to be from Somer¬ 
set County Council. 

Bogus calls are being made by a person claiming 
they are from Somerset County Council, asking 
for information for an NHS survey relating to an 
accident. 

“Let me be clear, this is not a Somerset County 
Council employee,” said Councillor David Hall, 
Somerset County Council’s Cabinet member re¬ 
sponsible for Devon and Somerset Trading Stan¬ 
dards. 

“Please, if you receive a call which sounds sim¬ 
ilar to this one, don’t give out any personal details 
and end the call right away. 

“You can report the call to Devon and Somerset 
Trading Standards via the Citizens Advice Con¬ 
sumer Service on 03454 040506, or contact Action 
Fraud on 0300 123 2040. Speaking out can help 
combat this scammer. 


“We are anxious for people not to be caught out, 
so please be on your guard for this, or any other 
bogus caller.” 

To ensure that a call is not scam. Trading Stan¬ 
dards advises you to ask yourself the following - 
if you can answer ‘yes’ to any of these questions, 
there is a good chance someone is trying to scam 
you, in which case you should hang up. 

• Was the offer unsolicited? 

• Do I have to respond straight away? 

• Do I have to ring a premium rate number? 

• Do I have to give my bank or credit card details? 

• Is the business reluctant to give their address or 
contact details? 

• Am I being asked to keep it confidential? 

• Does it look too good to be true?

"The trustees welcome any applications by in¬ 
habitants living within the Parish Boundary which 
was re-established in 1998 and there is no age re¬ 
striction. " 

There are five trustees and currently they are Dr 
Peter Glanvill, Dr Bill Freeston, Mrs Angela Loader, 
Mrs Ruth Collins and the Reverend Sue Tucker. 

Kelly added: "Some of the more recent grants 
made to individuals have been assistance with 
travel costs, recommended medical therapy and 
even contributing to individuals for school trips 


and for sports equipment for a pupil at school. It 
has also assisted with temporary accommodation 
whilst work was being carried out to update a 
property for disabled use. 

"Referrals for such grants are usually made ei¬ 
ther by Social Services, or local GP's, Health Visi¬ 
tors and schools but due consideration is also 
given to requests made directly by individuals. 
Each case is considered on its merits by the 
Trustees and a decision taken as to whether to as¬ 
sist or not." 

Although the trust fund is not large and the 
Trustees are limited to using the income produced 
from the special charity investments held, several 
hundreds of pounds are available for grants each 
year and grants can be arranged rapidly in emer¬ 
gency situations.

AUTO Enrolment is the government's scheme 
requiring all employers to set a pension scheme 
in to which their employees must be enrolled. 
You may have received a letter from The Pen¬ 
sions Regulator (TPA) asking you to nominate a 
contact for them to deal with. 

You cannot afford to ignore this request - see 
the penalties below. HM Revenue & Customs 
are already imposing these on employers who 
do not get it right! 

What is your Staging Date? 

The Staging Date is the date by which you 
must have 

a) A pension scheme in place; 

b) Assessed all your employees to see if they 
are eligible to be included in the scheme; and 

c) Given all your employees details of the 
scheme so that they make an informed decision 
as to whether they wish to opt out 
There is no time to lose as the likelihood is 
that it will take at least three months, if not 
longer, to set up a scheme. 

Eligibility of employees 


There are different categories of employee, 
dependent on age and level of pay. As an em¬ 
ployer you must enrol those employees who are 
eligible in to the pension scheme - you have no 
option! It is up to the employee to advise the 
Pension Provider that they wish to opt out. 

Penalty for getting it wrong 
There are some very serious penalties for: 

a) Not having a scheme in place by your staging 

date; 

b) Not enrolling employees who are entitled to 

be enrolled; 

c) Missing pension payment deadlines; 

d) Advising or coercing your employees to opt 
out; and 

e) Many other administrative errors. 

With the initial penalty for non-compliance 
starting at a fixed £400 and escalating daily, ig¬ 
noring auto enrolment can be an expensive 
matter.

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A FORMER vicar in Colyton 
founded the club, originally Coly¬ 
ton Working Men’s Football Club. 
The Reverend G E F Molyneux staged the 
meeting at the parish’s former Sunday 
School and the team played its first league 
game on Saturday, September 3rd 1910 in 
The Perry Street & District Football 
League.

Obviously things improved and slowly 
but surely Colyton established themselves 
as a very well respected footballing side. 
The first few seasons saw home games 
being played out of the town in the village 
of Umbome. The club then moved to a 
pitch called ‘Sheep’s Nose’ which was on 
top of Mount Hill. The home ground 
moved again to Hillhead, to Bolt Eield, 
near the Railway Station. After World War 
2, Colyton settled at the long standing 
home of Chantry Bridge. The farmer who 
owned the field lived by the pitch and he 
was very keen on football and watched 
every home game. He charged an annual 
rent of £10 per season with a bonus that he 
reduced the rent every time the club won a 
home game. The club relocated to the 
Peace Memorial Playing Fields for the start 
of the 2008-09 season, leaving many clubs 
envious of the pitches and open spaces 
available to Colyton. 

The 1920’s were a very successful time 
for the club, having attracted top players, 
many of them teachers from the Grammar 
School. This success was highlighted in 
1925 when the club won the prestigious 
Morrison Bell Cup, an amazing feat at the 
time for a small ‘village’ team. The oppo¬ 
nents in the final were Budleigh Salterton 
and the game ended as a draw. The replay 


was held at Honiton Town, with Colyton 
winning 1-0. The victorious team returned 
to Colyton by train, where they were met 
by the town’s brass band and then they pa¬ 
raded the cup through the lanes to a recep¬ 
tion in the Town Hall, which was attended 
by virtually all inhabitants of the town. 

The 1950’s saw Colyton leave Perry 
Street football and join the ranks of the Ex¬ 
eter & District League, with a Youth Team 
emerging around the same time. They soon 
became a real force in local football with 
notable players such as Harold Gooding, 
Dennis Parr and Ken Clifford Snr leading 
the way. 

Colyton saw a barren run between 1966 
and 1978, with no trophies won. However, 
this changed in the 1978-79 season with 
the club winning a historic treble under the 
management of Eric Pomeroy. Colyton 
helped themselves to the Intermediate 1 
East Division title, the Devon Intermediate 
Cup and the Grandisson Cup. 

Over the seasons Colyton have won 
many cups and league titles, but have al¬ 
ways had their feet on the ground as a com¬ 
munity club which supports the local 
community and also values the support it 
receives from the community. There have 
been many generous sponsors who have 
backed the club over the seasons, and the 
club are extremely grateful for all the do¬ 
nations and help it has received. 

TCAS Ltd Accountants are the current 
first team and away kit sponsor, and Mole 
Avon are sponsor of the reserve team. 
Other main sponsors are, Sean Greig Auto 
Repairs, Paul Millman Electrical and The 
Colyton Kitchen Company, the club are 
very appreciative of their support. 

Last season Colyton finished in 4th posi¬ 
tion in Devon & Exeter Division 2 and 
were promoted to Division 1, where they 
have got off to a fine start this season, win¬ 
ning 5 matches out of 5. The Reserves fin¬ 
ished in 5th position in Division 8 and were 
promoted to Division 7. 


The club has over forty players signed on 
for the current season, including new sign¬ 
ings Keith Eorsey (from Millwey Rise), 
Simon Ward (from Axminster Town), 
George Holland and Liam Nicholls. 

Alan Potter is managing the First Team 
this season, with Matthew Orsman contin¬ 
uing in his role as Reserve Team manager. 

Alan said: “After many years playing at 
Beer and Seaton, and managing at Seaton 
for 7 good years, it was nice to get the op¬ 
portunity to be involved with Colyton. My 
dad was a Colyton boy and always wanted 
me to play at Chantry. Unfortunately he 
passed away before I had the chance, but I 
hope that he’s looking down with a big 
smile on his face.” 

There has been a lot of recent activity be¬ 
hind the scenes at the Peace Memorial 
Playing Fields, where Colyton play their 
home games. The Colyton Playing Fields 
Association, with additional monies se¬ 
cured by Colyton Parish Council from the 
Devon County Council Investing in Proj¬ 
ects from the Sale of Exeter Airport Eund, 
has completed the building of The Tractor 
Shed. The purchase a compact tractor has 
also been undertaken to enable pitch main¬ 
tenance throughout the year. In addition, 
with a generous donation from Colyton 
Carnival it has been possible to purchase 
new grass cutting and pitch maintenance 
equipment. Furthermore, work has also 
been recently undertaken to improve the 
drainage on the main pitch and the next 
project is to install dugouts to improve the 
facilities at the Peace Memorial Playing 
Fields. 

It is proposed to install perimeter adver¬ 
tising boards around the main pitch in the 
near future and anyone interested in spon¬ 
soring an advertising board should contact 
Roy Turner, on 07540696110. 

Any new players are welcome to turn up 
to a training session, which take place at 
Colyton Grammar School on Tuesday 
evenings, from 18:30-20:00. 


Q&A with 

Alan Potter 

How long have you been associated with Colyton FC, and in what 
capacities? 

This is my third season after Matthew Orsman asked me if I would 
like to help him for the season with a view to my taking over the 
following season. 

Who have been the best three players you've seen play in the red 
shirts of Colyton FC? 

With only three seasons at the club this is a hard question to answer 
but without upsetting the rest of the squad, the three players that 
would always be first on the team sheet are Callum Somers, who 
scores goals for fun! Nathan Maddocks because of the relentless 
work he puts into every game, and Paul Millman who is one, if not 
the best, captain I've had as Manager. 

Do any particular games or incidents involving 'The Tanners' 
stick in your memory? 

This is an easy one, the 4-3 win last season away to Upottery, not 
only did that avenge the 7-0 home loss to them but also ended 
Upotterys near three year record of not losing at home. 

How would you improve facilities at your Peace Memorial 
Ground home? 

Work is underway at the moment, improvements are being made to 
the drainage on the pitch, the remainder of fencing and creating new 
dugouts.

Five years 'nrading 
brings new Challenges 


AXCESS-ELECTRIC-BIKES are celebrating 5 years 
of selling electric bikes in Honiton. During that time 
they have developed their own Axcess brand as well 
as selling other branded bikes. But now the company 
is facing a major change in the legislation controlling 
Electric Pedal Assisted Cycles (EPACs). As part of 
their programme of European harmonisation, the Gov¬ 
ernment has accepted that EU legislation should take 
precedence. In The EU, the “Twist & Go” throttle is 
not legal. 

All the electric bikes, including the Axcess brand, 
that are specifically manufactured for the UK market 
must be modified by 1st Jan 2016 to operate without a 
“Twist & Go”. Peter Blackman, Director of Axcess, 
said that they have always regarded the throttle as a 
safety device for hill starts and when in traffic. Al¬ 
though it appears that the UK Government would 
allow an EPAC with a throttle to operate without Reg¬ 
istration, Insurance and wearing a helmet, at present 
there does not appear to be any mechanism for achiev¬ 



ing Type Approval, other than for each individual bike 
to be certificated at a rumoured cost of £250 per bike. 
Any electric bike outside the EPAC Regulations will 
be classified as a moped. 

Customers are being encouraged to purchase before 
the New Year, as the Government has made it clear that 
any electric bike legally on the road before January 
2016 will remain legal to use. 

Peter Blackman confirms that Axcess is working with 
their suppliers to produce a new bike that not only in¬ 
corporates the latest battery and electronic advances, 
but also complies with the new legislation.

Fuelling the demand is a greater choice of 
models, with more than 27 pure electric or plug¬ 
in hybrid cars now available in the UK, ranging 
from high-performance sports cars to capable 
family run-arounds. The new data shows con¬ 
sumer appetite rising rapidly for plug-in hybrid 
models with demand accelerating ahead 226.5% 
against 2014 with 14,041 registrations. 

Head of Go Ultra Low, Poppy Welch, said, 
“The growth in plug-in car registrations is ex¬ 
cellent news and in line with our expectations. 
This trend should continue over the course of 
this year as we know that motorists are keen to 
achieve maximum miles for the lowest cost, 
while minimising emissions and environmental 
impact.” 

Shifting shares 

In line with a trend seen throughout this year, 
registrations of ultra low emission vehicles con¬ 
tinue to grow their share of the new car market, 
taking more than 1 % share for the year so far. 
Up significantly from the same period in 
2014 when just 0.44% of registrations were 
plug-ins, this move to new technology demon¬ 
strates the value motorists place in a variety of 


options, enabling them to pick the car that best- 
meets their needs. 

Plug-in bestsellers 

The newest statistics reveal that Mitsubishi 
leads the new registrations charge, with 9,303 of 
its flagship Outlander PHEV sold since the start 
of 2015. Nissan follows with its all-electric 
LEAF racking-up 4,285 registrations, and 
BMW’s i3 is the nation’s third most popular 
ultra low emission vehicle, also nearly doubling 
its tally with 1,564 registrations. 

Future market 

Government anticipates that 5% of new car 


registrations (around 100,000 units) will be ultra 
low emission by 2020 - an expectation that 
appears on track in light of recent rises. As 
more motorists look to manage running costs, 
a money-saving end goal could be providing 
the momentum for the surge in electric 
vehicle popularity. 

Electric cars can be driven for as little as 2p 
per mile, compared with 10-12p for a conven¬ 
tionally powered car. Furthering their appeal, the 
variety of city, family, SUV and sports cars pro¬ 
vides the practicality motorists crave, while 
boasting up to 700 miles range.

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More than 17,000 convicted of careless 
driving in past two years, lAM discovers 


THE Institute of Advanced Motorists (lAM) can reveal that 
more than 17,000 people have been convicted of careless driving 
offences since police were given the power to issue fixed 
penalty notices for it two years ago. 

The figures come from a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request by the lAM, Britain’s biggest in¬ 
dependent road safety charity, to every police 
force in England and Wales. 

The statistics cover the two years from August 
2013 to August 2015. A total of 17,468 people 
were convicted of this charge in this time period. 

Some 33 out of 43 police forces responded to the 
lAM’s request. The force area with the highest 
number of people convicted was Essex (3,630), 
followed by Humberside (1,998), Notting¬ 
hamshire (1,139), Derbyshire (949) and Hamp¬ 
shire (929). 


On 16 August 2013 police were given the power to give on- 
the-spot penalties for drivers who put other road users’ lives at 
risk for offences such as tailgating and poor lane discipline.
